2. Roll Call made by City Secretary Angela Wallace.
Mayor and all Councilmembers in attendance. City Attorney Larry Foerster also in attendance.

3. Approval of minutes of the previous meetings; take action as deemed necessary.
Motion to approve Minutes made by Mayor Pro Tem Ted Nichols, seconded by Councilmember Joe
Watson. Motion voted and carried unanimously.

4. Hear comments of Citizens of the City of Panorama Village, Texas; take action as deemed
necessary.
a.  Susan Myers — police department; boulders near road.

5. Hear report of the Panorama Golf Club; take action as deemed necessary.
Mike Kullberg discussed revenue and announced new Golf Pro Justin Mann.
Councilmember Clint Fowler discussed performance report.

6. Hear reports of Chief of Police and Utility Supervisor; take action as deemed necessary.
a. Police Chief Tracy Hudgins not in attendance. Police Department patrols and calls report read by
Mayor Lynn Scott.
b. Mayor Pro Tem Ted Nichols reported on water well production- Well #2, had 0 gallons; Well #3
pumped 0 gallons; and Catahoula Well #4 pumped 11,115,000 with a flow rate of 1,964. Water
usage report had a daily average 358,000, a single maximum of 588,000 and a monthly total of
11,115,000. Effluent flows through Waste Water Treatment Plant had a daily average of
217,000, a single maximum of 323,000 with a total of 6,739,000 for the month. Total rain fall
was 9.90 inches. Effluent Pumpage- Golf Course Irrigation was at a single day maximum 0, a
daily average of 0 with a total of 0 for the month.

The project is complete and in the one-year warranty period, which expires November 18, 2022.
The sediment that has been collected will be removed with the dredging of the lake.
